Mr. f'rokpr now livi*s in Irplaud and the winner 
was foaled there. .Mr. Crokpr, usuajly a most re- 
spi'vpil man, was niiahle to hide his p.xiiteinent at 
winning tin* victory and rushed out to lead his 
horse. He had to run the gantlet of salvos and 
I'heers and shouts of "Old Erin I’orpver'’ as he re- 
turned to the unsaddling iiiplosiire^ leading the 
winner. 

Aside from thp pnornioiis prestige nf winning the 
hlup rihhon of the turf. Mr. Crok ?r has niadp a 
fortune toilay. In the first place tli»* stakes. l!.."ilXi 
sovereigns, or $;;2.rsiii. is no Im-onMideruhip sum; 
then he had the opportunity of making any nuinher of 
tads at alKHit 10 to 1. and tinally the value of Orhy 
has increaspii to such^iin extent that .Mr. Croker 
may. If he desires, sell him for an bnmense sum. 
Of course it is imimssihle to form an exact estl- 
nnite of the tinancial fruits of Mr. Croker's triumph, 
hut, one way and other, they were placed at con- 
siderald.v over SlOO.OOii. 

Orh.y is h.v Orme, the sire of Fl.ving 'Fox. Orme 
was the fir«it foal begot by Ormonde and would no 
doubt have won the Gerhy of 1.S92 had he been able 
to start, for he was known to lie far siii>erior to 
his. stable eonipaniou. La Fleehe, which iiuished 
81 'pond and should have beaten the winner. Sir Hugo. 
The dam of Orhy, UImhIu B., Is strictly an Ameri- 
can proilnct, being hy Hanover-Margerine, there- 
fore a full sister to The Commoner. She was bred 
by Harry Stanhope in Kentucky and was sold to 
Mr. Croker for as a weanling. t>rby did 

not perform very weil as a two-year-old, though he 
did better in private trials than In his public 
essays. 

But during the first week of the etirrent racing 
season he took the Earl of Sefton's Plate, a han- 
dicap, at Liverpool. For this he was little fan- 
cied by bis immediate connections, and not at all 
hy the public, so he started at an oubiide price. 
Easily as lie won, the iierformanee did not suggest 
he was a Derby colt, as all the other conipeti- 
fors were giving him weight, the favorite, Persiniis, 
as mucli as thirty pounds, though both were the 
same age. Orby’s victory in the Irish Derby 
at Baldoyle was more impressive, as he then car- 
ried full weight and went the Derby distance. 

Still no one but his enthusiastic friends gave 
him a chance to win the greater Derby, by doing 
which he has increased his value to more than 
that of his relative, the famous Flying Fox, an his 
dam la one of the best-bred of American marcs, so 
the new strain will be invaluable to English and 
French breeilers. 

Mr. Croker is the third American owner to score 
a victory in the Derby. The first was Pierre lioril- 
lard with the American-bred horse Iroipiois in 1881, 
and the second was the late William C. Whitmecr 
with the English horse Volodyovoski, which he 
leased for the sole purpose of winning the race in 
1901. Americans however, have started freipiently 
in the race. In 1S97 James R. Keene starteii St. 
Cloud, tgr CaadWinaa — Belle of Maywood. The tol- 



lowing .vear 1’. Lorillard sent Elfin to Hie jaist and 
.Vugiist Belmont ran a eidt called Bridegroom 11. 
(afterward known as Golden Bridge), by Bayon 
d'Hr — St. Bridget, in P.tOO .Tames R. Keene's Dis- 
guise II.. the lior.s<> now in his Castlcton Stud in 
Kentucky, was third. Mr. Whitney liad two repre- 
sentatives in the race won h.v VoliMlyovski. the otiicr 
iieing Prince t'liarles.

Lorillard sent Tan- 
talus to Hie post. Ill 1!h‘i2 .lames B. Keene tried, 
again with Kearsarge and in BWi:) .\cpfiill. carrying 
the ixdors of Herman B. Diiryea, was among the 
liorses that ran. Tl:is was llie first attempt for 
Biehard Croker and tliiis lie has realized one of the 
amliitions of his life. .Mr. Croker said tmlay Hint 
he would shortly make a trip to .\nieriea to see 
ids (dd friends and aeiiiiaiiilaiices. 

.Tolinny Beiff is tlie foiirih .American jockey to 
win tile Derhy, his brother Lester, when lie rode 
Volislyovski for Hie lale William C. Wliiliiey in 
1!MH. iH'ing the first. The next year ''Skeets" 
.Marlin was sineessfiil on .Vrd Patriek and Gaiiiiy 
Maher followed willi liis vielory on Book Sand. 
In I'MH no .Viiierii'an risle in the race and K. 
Caiiiion won on St. .Amaiil. in I'.iu.'. iiaiiny Mailer 
scored his seeoiid vielory on Cieero and last year 
his third on .Speariiiiiil. But this was not .loluiii.r 
Beiff's first liiolllll ill Hie Gerliy. Me nsle Veles 
for Sir Waldie GritiiHi in Hie race of I'.Mil. Tisl 
Sloaii was Hie first .\iiierieau to ride a liorsc 
ill Hie Derh.v, thougli he was never forliiiiate enough 
to will. His first mount was on Hie Freiidi liorse 
Hidocaiisle, wliieli liroko a leg ami was deslroycil 
after the race in l.v99. Tlie following year Sloan 
finished Hiir.l on .Mr. Keene's Gisgiiisc II.. and was 
severel.v repriiiiaiided for his iireaeli of the rules 
forlddding crossing. In Hiis race Lester Beiff liii- 
islied fourth on Boiiarosa. In addition to tiie 
two Beiffs, “Skeets" .Martin. Milton Henry, Danny 
Afalier, Nash Turner and Clem .Tenkins had mounts 
in (he of P.MH. Martin. M'lher, .Tenkins and 

Spencer were tlie .\merieuns riding in the race 
III 11HI2. Mailer and .Martin rode in I'.loP,. Maher 
was the only .American in IhO.'i, and in addition 
to .Maher last year there were Martin and Milton 
Henry. 

BIG CROWD DESPITE BAD WEATHER.

Montreal, Quo., .Tune .">. — Considering the disa- 
greeahle weather, the atlcndanee at Bine Bonnets 
tills afternoon was a surprise to even the most 
I'ontident of the club's memliers. Tiiere was ever.v 
Indication of rain during tlie early morning, but 
toward aftermsm tlie skies cleared and the sun 
eaine out, though tlie weather vsas blustry ami 
cold. Tlie card was a gi«.d one in that it eom- 
lU'iseil fields tliat were evenly matehed and a 
majority of whieh produced keen contests. 

Tlie sixth race was run over the .Tm-key Clnh 
course, which starts out of a chute with a straight 
run of almost a half mile before the far turn 
is reached. This course is destined to become 
popular and before another season rolls past some 
new C-anudiun records for a mile are certain to 
l>e established. 

The steeplechase, the feature race of the card, 
proved rather an easy thing for Cardigan, which 
won in a romp after making most of his own pace. 
Gold Bun, B. J. Laughlin's sturdy fencer, made a 
I'Oiiple of vain efforts to get to the leader, but was 
not eiiual to the task. 

Eastern owners fared well, a majority of the 
races being won by horses which were shipped 
8iere from Xew York. Tlie second race, which called 
for two-year-old fillies, went to JIrs. S. L. Pangle's 
Kitty Smith. She won in decisive fashion. 

T. E. Mannix’s Water Dog. entered in tlie sei'ond 
race tomorrow, developed fever tills morning and 
will probably be scratched. J. AV. Pangle has ar- 
ranged to train tlie lionses whieh are being raced 
hy C. C. Smithson. Tliey include Bobbie Kean.

JDCKEY J. LEE’S REMARKABLE FEAT. 

Colored Boy Rides the Winners of the Six 
Races Run at Churchill Downs. 

Lonisville, Ky., June 5. — Jockey J. I.ee, the <h> 1- 
ored lad under contract to J. B. Respess, performed 
the seemingly imiiossllile hy riding the winners of 
nil of the six races run at Churchill Downs this 
afternoon. It is not recalled that any jockey 
ever before roile all of the winners on a card of 
•six OP more races, hut “Monk” Overton, while riding 
in his best form at Washington Park in the early 
’!>0's pole six winners (ail of his mounts) in a card 
of seven races. Tom Britton, who committed sui- 
cide several years ago in Cincinnati, had the dis- 
tinction of having won five races at Newport in 
1896. There were only five races carded at New- 
port. Walter Miller at Benning November 24 last 
won the five races on tlie flat, the sixth race bi'lng 
a steeplecliase. 

During the last two races tlie siieotators were 

eugt'uased by. Lee’s ridliix and after victory 



on Wing Ting in Hic Frank Fclir .8tukcs, he was 
given an ovation. After piloting Eoreigiicr liomc in 
Hie closing race. Hie scene was indescrilialile, tlu* 
s|)cetatoi's ).rolonging tlicir elieers until he had 
passed the diH>rs of the jockeys’ riuarters.

Oakland. Cal., .Tune 5. — .loekey AA’. Fisclier’s career 
in the saddle ahrui»lly termiiiate<l tialay. He was 
ruled off imiueiliatcly after the running of Hie fifth 
race in whicli lie, as well as the horst; Andrew 
.Alack, was on trial. As in Hie Graltam-Caliin ca.st*. 
the ctMivicti(Hi of ihe suspected jockey was brought 
alwuit liy Hie siilistitntion of an honest rider, albt'it 
a raw and inexperieneed one. The victory of Frank 
Farrell's cast-off was attcndctl with sensational 
features and was even more convincing than Cahin’s 
wtilcli resulted so disastrously for jiK'key Frank 
Graham. The obscure Nutting rode .Andrew Mack 
tmlay and Hie willing pair, unmindful of a little 
tiling like being virtually left at Hie post, went into 
immediate and strenuous pursuit of the flying lead- 
ers. passed their horses one liy one, joined issue 
in the stretch and made ginal tiiially. The winner’s 
last mile was timed separately In l;o8i. In his 
preceding race Fischer placed him far in the rear 
of pace that was several seconds slower than this. 

Tliere was an unusual puhlie oemoustrution of 
applau.se forthct.ming for Hie victorious comliiiia- 
tion. Itaci^oers are eomiiig liaek to the races in 
augmented numbers and with renewed confidence. 
The present wholesale round-up of turf crooks lias 
given a momentus impetus to the hu'al sport. Only 
two favorites were successful, hut. excepting Bill 
Alayham in the last, the best horse got home In 
front in every race. The weather was balmy and 
the track lightning fast.

JAMES R. KEENE’S CDMMANDD CDLT 
SCDRES THIRD STRAIGHT VICTDRY. 

Dutgames Beaucoup After Shaking Dff Wave 
Crest — Alfar Wins Grand National — 
Congratulations Cabled to'Croker. 



New A’ork. June .7. — The victory of Biehard Cro- 
kcr’.s Orliy in Hie English Derliy seemed to l,e of 
greater interest at Belmont I’ark tills afternoon 
than the liiisiness at hand. Every one was pleased 
naturally wiHi .Air. Croker’s success, and many 
c.'ildegrams were dispatche<l to him at Diihlin. Among 
Hiose who wired their congratulations were James 
B. Keene, .lolin E. Madden, Harry Payne AA'Iiltney, 
SaiiMH'1 Emery, Eugene AAoods and a iiost of otlier.s. 
.Air. Keene caliled: “I am extremely pleased that 

an .Aiiicrii'aii lias w,>n Hie Englisli lierliy.” The 
other caldegrams were of a like iialure. 

.No one w:is heller pleased lliaii Samuel Emery, 
who, aside from his personal frieiid.sliip for .Air. 
Croker, found niiieli pleasure in the refleellon that 
lie lias a very promising two-year old cidt, .Alarengo. 
by Seiiiproniiis out of .Alareelial Neil, a full sister 
to Blnsla P... the dam of Orliy. “AA’liile we think 
this e«dl will race well.” s:iid .Air. Emery, “he is 
siieh a big line individual tliat witli liis blood Hues 
lie is sure to lie in demand iu the stud at any 
rate.” 

Ex Congressman T. D. Sullivan, a life-long frieml 
of .Air. Croker, is the only New Yorker crediteil with 
winning a sum of any magnitude on Hie raee. Two 
weeks ago .Air. Sullivan sent to England a wager of 
.$2711 wlilcIT'xvas placed at odds of l."> to 1. .A nnmlH'r 
of small lifts were made here at starting price, lint 
these were mostly of a sentimental nature. 

If James B. Keene has three two-yea r-olds in his 
barn Itetter than Colin, as lias been reported, oHier 
owners have little chance of taking any of Hie Tiig 
jirizes for juveniles this summer. In Hie Eclipse 
Stakes t’oliu sliowcd one of the smartest t'crform- 
aiiees ever seen iu .America. He was coiieediug 
eiglit iM.uiids and moA-e lo the other starters and the 
dist.'iiiee was live and a lialf furlongs. Colin was 
under a hard drive for more than half nf the jour- 
ney. AA’ave Crest raced with hiiix in the early 
stages and Mountain had to drive Colin hard lo 
shake off the contender. But no sooner was lie free 
of AA’ave Crest than Beaueoup challenged and for 
Hie last furlong it was tlie hardest sort of a drive. 
•At one stage lieaiieoup got his nose in front, hut 
('oliii, riiiiiiiiig courageously and true, outgaiiTed 
Mr. AA'ilsoii’s eolt to win by a liead. It is doulitfiil 
if a belter two-year-old performance was ever wit- 
nessed. Colin clearly was not suited by tlie going, 
yet he had the indomitable courage to overcome ail 
disadvantage.s and is a eolt of high class. 

I'p to and including 1.897, the Eclipse was known 
as the Great Eclipse Stakes and before 1!K)7 was 
run at Morris I’ark. In 18!»7 the distance was re- 
duced from three-quarters of a mile. There was no 
raee iu 1S!>7. Previous winners were: 1889, El Bio 
Bey; 1899, Sallie McClelland; 1.S91, Tammany: 1.892, 
Sir AA'alter; Domino; 18!»4.

For the greater part of the afternoon it rainoj 
hard and the track was a quagmire. There was 
much surprise to see T. S. Martin under colors for 
the Grand National SUnqileehase, as the four-year- 
old was making prodigious weight concessions and 
the going was very deep. T. S. Martin not only 
siarled. but letl for two miles, killing off the heav- 
ily iiaeked California King in the meantime. AA’heii 
T. S. Marlin tired a half mile from home, it left 
Hie issue to .Alfar and Mr. AIcCann, and the former 
won all out liy a length. 

Previbus winners of the Grand National, first rim 
in 1.89!». were; 18tl9, Trillion; IIMIO, Philae; 1991, 
Sacket; 1992. George AA'. Jenkins; IIMXI, Plohn; 
1994, St. Jude; UM)7, Mackey Dwyer; 1906, Goisl 
and Plenty; jockey Hay rode the winners of 11K>2, 
1!M>;5, IIHM and 1906. 

At the end of the card was a half-mile sprint for 
IKinies with nine starters. It resulted in a splendid 
contest Iietween the betting clioices, Ciolsteress and 
Orton Doldiie, with the former winning. The winner 
was heavily backed and tlie layers who stayed over 
to pick np siMiie soft money, were laidiy stnng.
